A NOTE ON THE TRAVELLING ARRANGEMENTS 
AND AMENDED ITINERARIES. 
ir is now possible to give further information about the 
final arrangements for transportation which have been 
made in conjunction with the Canadian Medical Associa- 
tion. Three separate tours have been devised which, in- 
cluding the ocean voyage in each direction, will take one 
month, five weeks, and seven weeks respectively. To each 
tour is provided an optional return via the United States 
of America, allowing for the return ocean voyage to be 
made either from New York by Cunard steamship or from 
Montreal with the rest of the party by Canadian Pacific 
“ Duchess steamer. 

A few important but attractive changes have had to be 
made from the itineraries previously issued. Thus, for 
instance, it was intended to break the return journey for 
Tour B at Timmins, but it has been thought well to 
substitute for this break a stay of two days at Minaki 
Lodge, a lovely summer resort in Northern Ontario. 
Arrangements have also been made for those travelling by 
Tours A and B to visit the beautiful summer home of the 
Hon. Robert Rogers at Kenora, some four hours’ run 
from Winnipeg. For Tour C the return journey from 
Niagara Falls to Toronto will be made by steamer instead 
of by train. Variations will also be found in the arrange- 
ments made in the Far West. A further tour (Tour D) 
has been authorized provided a sufficient number of visitors | 
will take advantage of it. Travellers participating in this 
tour will journey through the maritime provinces of Canada, 
paying a visit to Nova Scotia, which was settled in 1622 by 


James I of England and VI of Scotland, from whom it 
received its name. Doubtless members of Scottish descent 
will wish to visit this historic and magnificent country. 
For the alternative return journey through the United 
States of America a minimum of fifteen persons in each 
party will be required, or otherwise the tours must be 
cancelled and independent arrangements will have to be 
made by individuals. All possible assistance will, of course, 
be rendered; and a travel expert will be in attendance at 
the Annual Meeting office in Winnipeg. 

The Canadian Medical Association desires to point out 
that the period of the year when the British Medical 
Association party are travelling is the peak of the tourist 
season in Canada, and the hotel accommodation is severely 
taxed. It would be of great assistance to them if members 
who may be travelling “single ’? would agree in case of 
emergency to share hotel accommodation with a colleague.

CURRENT NOTES. 


Scholarships and Grants in Aid of Scientific Research. 
Scholarships. 
Tue Council of the British Medical Association is pre- 
pared to receive applications for Research Scholarships as 
follows: an Ernest Hart Memorial Scholarship, of the 
value of £200 per annum, and three Research Scholarships, 
each of the value of £150 per annum. These Scholarships 
are given to candidates whom the Science Committee of 
the Association recommends as qualified to undertake 
research in any subject (including State Medicine) relat- 
ing to the causation, prevention, or treatment of disease. 
Kach Scholarship is tenable for one year, commencing on 
October Ist, 1930. A Scholar may be reappointed. for not 
more than two additional terms. A Scholar is not neces- 
sarily required to devote the whole of his (or her) time to 
the work of research, but may hold a junior appointment 
at a university, medical school, or hospital, provided the 
duties of such appointment do not interfere with his work 
as a Scholar. 
Grants. 


The Council of the British Medical Association is also 
prepared to receive applications for Grants for the assist- 
ance of research into the causation, treatment, or preven- 
tion of disease. Preference will be given, other things 
being equal, to members of the medical profession and 
to applicants who propose as subjects of investigation 
problems directly related to practical medicine. 


Conditions of Award: Applications. 

Applications for Scholarships and Grants must be made 
not later than Saturday, May 24th, 1930, on the prescribed 
form, a copy of which will be supplied on application to 
the Medical Secretary of the Association, B.M.A. House, 
Tavistock Square, London, W.C.1. 

Applicants are required to furnish the names of three 
referees who are competert to speak as to their capacity 
for the research contemplated.

GLOUCESTERSHIRE BRANCH. 
A meeTiInG of the Gloucestershire Branch was held at the Royal 
Infirmary, Gloucester, on February 13th, when Dr. Grace BiLxix6s, 
president, was in the chair, and thirty-six members were present. 

Mr. Arnotp Atcock showed a pseudo-hermaphrodite infant. 

Mr. Statuman showed six cases of fracture of the elbow treated by 
open operation, occurring in children aged from 4 to 12 years. 
Three were cases of fracture of the external condylar or capitellar 
portion of the lower epiphysis of the humerus, with displacement of 
the small fragment out of the joint, and with rotation of the frag- 
ment, Through an external incision the fragment in each case 
was pushed into accurate position, and mainiained there by a few 
catgut sutures passed through the muscles, periosteum, and liga- 
ments. In one case there was a fracture of the internal epicondyle, 
with downward displacement of the small fragment so that 1t was 
lying between the trochlear surface of the humerus and the ulna. 
Through an internal incision the fragment was replaced in the same 
manner as in the previous cases. Some fascia was sewn over the 
ulnar nerve. On taking down from the flexed position three weeks 
later ulnar and median nerve paralysis was found; this slowly 
improved. In two cases of supracondylar fracture of the humerts, 
with gross backward displacement of the lower fragment and exces 
sive swelling of the elbow, the fragments were levered into position 
through a posterior incision, no retenlive means being requi 
when the fragments had been reduced. After operation in all these 
cases the elbow was put up in flexion in a cuff-and-collar sling with 
the hand supinated, the degree of flexion being such that the hand 
rested over the opposite sterno-clavicular joint. Flexion was mail- 
tained for two or three weeks with very light massage, followed by 
very gradual extension. One of the cases of capitellar fracture and 
one case of supracondylar fracture developed myositis ossificans ™ 
the brachialis anticus. The former, the worse of the two, was put 
at rest in plaster for some two to three months; the latter was put 
at rest in a sling. X-ray films were shown illustrating the condition 
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tion and the present state; films were also shown of the 
before yositis ossificans, revealing the gradual disappearance of 
posits in the brachialis anticus as the result of rest. The

with pure carbolic acid, and, subsequenily, menthol ointment should 


be used for a week. Bleeding from other parts of the nose required 
lugging with ribbon gauze soaked in hydrogen peroxide, packed 
hetween the blades of a nasal speculum, which was then withdrawn ; 
the plug should. be removed at the end of iwenty-four hours, Acute 
sinusitis was discussed and the treatment described. In cases of 
broken nose stress was laid on the necessity for immediate general 
qaesthesia and ihe elevation of the bones into their correct 

ition before swelling obscured the situation. Mr, Bernstein dis- 
cussed the differential diagnosis beiween furunculosis of the external 
meatus, acute middle car disease, and acuiec mastoiditis, and the 
ireatment in each case. — Retropharyngeal and peritonsillar abscesses 
were also dealt with. Spasm of the gloitis was usually relieved by 
the inhalation of amyi nitrite, or light chloroform anaesthesia 
might be necessary. In children an emetic was very useful. An 
account of the methods of dealing with foreign bodies in the 
oesophagus and Jarynx concluded an exiremely practical and 
valuable address.

MEDICAL APPOINTMENTS AND PUBLIC OFFICES. 
Sirn,—I see a paragraph in this week's Journal (p. 575) 
with reference to the retirement of an alderman from a 
county counci!, the Local Government Act, 1929, having made 
it impossible for him to retain his seat and his medical 
appointments. Putting to you the converse—as chairman of 
the Public Assistance Committee, Public Health and Mid- 


wives Committees, as well as being an alderman of a county 


council, avd also holding a medical officer's post and public 
vaccinator’s appointment, I felt that I was serving the 
interests of the medical profession better by remaining on 
the council, so consequently had to resign my medical posts. 
And at what cost? Due to retire in seventeen months after 
twenty-seven years’ service I lose my pension and all my 
contributiors. 

Any officer qualified to retire on April 1st (the appointed 
day) can, on the guardian’s recommendation, have up to ten 
years added to his years’ service to qualify for the marimum 
two-thirds’ pension. I cannot understand why the British 
Medical Association could not have used enough pressure 
to enforce this corollary—that if a medical officer was within 
ten years of his retirement such ten years could be added 
to ensure a minimum pension. 

It is slowly but surely being forced upon me that so Jong 
a only medical interests are being upset it does not very
